H a rrim a n appearing 
a3 president of 
eacli company with only slight varia­ 
tions in the lists of other officers. 
It

further shown 
that

Southern 
Pacific com pany owns the 
Pacific Mail Steam ship company; that 
th e Southern Pacific 
and Union P a ­ 
cific together hold 
a majority of the 
stock of the Occidental and Oriental

are in control

Portland and Asiatic Steamship co m ­ 
pany.

Massachusetts Blue L a w s Enforced in 
T h at City. 
Boston, Jan. 5.— T he Sunday activi­ 
ties of the people 
of Boston will be 
checked In many different ways under 
decisions just reached in the municipal 
court 
in connection with the 
cases 
brought under the enforcement of tho 
Sunday laws. commonly known as the 
M assachusetts “ blue 
laws.” 
Twelve 
hundred residents of Boston have been 
sum m oned into court as a result of 
the controversy betw een District. At­ 
torney John Moran and Police Com­ 
missioner Stephen O ’Meara over the 
alleged violations of th e Sunday s ta t­ 
ute. 
The decisions of Special Justice 
Duff, who 
was assigned to try 
the 
cases, were m any 
an d varied. 
The 
court 
found, for 
instance, that 
the 
transfer of scenery and other theatri­ 
cal effects from th e a te rs 
after mid­ 
night of Saturday is not a work of n e ­ 
cessity, which is permitted under the 
statutes of Massachusetts. 
T he collection of offal from hotels 
on Sunday was declared unlawful. The 
playing of orchestras in the hotels of 
Boston on Sunday 
is unlawful 
and 
m ust lie discontinued. Boston must do 
without ice cream that is delivered by 
caterers on Sundays as this was held 
by the court to be outside the law. 
Justice Duff left for the considera­ 
tion of Hie entire municipal bench the 
far-reaching question of whether the 
transfer of personal 
baggage by ex­ 
press companies on Sundays is legal, 
but ruled provisionally that the tr a n s ­ 
fer of a casket 
on the Sabbath was 
unlawful unless It w as 
intended for 
the immediate use of the dead.

requisites for really tine beads, anti, as 
with the w hite m an's trinkets, th a t 
which Is “ far fetched and dear bought” 
Is most sought a fte r for ornam entation. 
Around some of the ancient ruins In 
the southw est the little disks of w a m ­ 
pum are often found in the sand, an d it 
Is probable th a t they were deposited 
in tho graves in very early tim es and 
washed out or exposed by tile w in d ’s 
action. 
T hese ruins are In tho best 
state of preservation of any in tho 
country. 
Absolutely nothing is know n 
of their builders, and the origin of 
these ruins w as as much a m ystery 
when Coronado first saw them in 1540,

Speaking to service as a wife’s 
privilege ho warned his fuir auditors 
against selfishness. 
This ho believed to 
be woman's most common sin. potted 
and loved she was either made betterer 
worse by the attention of father, hus­ 
band ami brother. 
He excoriated the 
woman who could not bring her ex­ 
penditure within nu industrious hus­ 
band's income; and was more sever© 
still upon her, who when hor husband 
was struggling against financial disas­ 
ter, packed her trunk and put ofT to 
mountain or seashore in summer, or 
south in winter, while ho battled on 
without her sympathy in his sorest 
hour, but to save her husband from sin, 
by an xeample of Christian living, that 
is her greatest work.

Although the filet is little known aud 
less appreciated in tin* Fluted States, 
tile P anam a canal suffered on Dec. 3 
last from the w orst flood recorded on 
the Isthmus since I HTD, writes the Now 
York H erald's W ashington correspond­ 
ent. 
rho great ditch betw een E m pire and 
Las Cascadas, 
which 
is 
the region 
where much *>i‘ the great excavation 
will lie done, was. by the overflow of 
Ihe Obispo river, converted into ii tor­ 
rential stream . T he Obispo poured into 
tin* canal in a volume 125 feet wide 
mid 2o feet high, subm erging all work 
tracks, surrounding every steam shovel 
so deeply as to cover the working m a­ 
chinery and bringing all work to a 
standstill. 
Despite tin* violence of this flood, 
which came alm ost at tin* end of tin* 
rainy season. Chief Engineer John F. 
Stevens is congratulating himself on 
the m anner in which the canal w ith­ 
stood n a tu re ’s attack. The flood caused 
general suspension of the canal work 
for only tw o days, he said. 
“Tin* result,” Mr. Stevens declare- 
‘‘satisfies me the canal work is not 
likely to be seriously retarded by ti md. 
This was the w orst since 1^71). 
Within 
thirty-six hours after its occurrence 
trains on the P a n am a railroad, which 
is necessary to the continuance of tile 
work, w ere in motion. 
It is against 
the Panam a railroad that the Hood is 
most dangerous. 
The extent to which 
the canal can be dam aged is only tin* 
extent to which the railroad filii he iii 
jurod.” 
T he Obispo river runs very close t • 
the canal at certain points.

' The necessity by w hich men fool co­ 
erced of proving to th** world that they 
w ear white sh in s lies at the basis of 
all th** difficulties of the dress problem. 
Entil the garm ent becomes extinct 
it is hopBless to a tte m p t the reform of 
m en’s dress on the lines of health un I 
comfort. 
It 
will of course ultim ately disap­ 
pear, for It is but tho m ark of a stage 
in the evolution of dress, just as the 
vermiform appendix is a useless evolu­ 
tionary rem nant in the boily. 
Rut tile 
question is w hether w e ought to aw alt 
the slew course of evolution or to use 
our common sense aud abandon the 
ancient garm ent at one**. 
Why do we w ear w hite shirts? Age* 
ago It was only tie* w ealthy who could 
afford to clothe them selves in linen. 
Th** possession of linen underw ear w as 
then a mark of social position, and 
thor** was an obvious advantage In 
m aking public display of it. 
We may put dow n three-fourths 
tin* discomfort of the hot summer 
the account of th** starched shirt, 
prevents the very process devised 
nature to keep the laxly cool- th** evap­ 
oration of sweat. 
In so far as It hin­ 
ders this natural p r o e o s s In summer, 
the white shirt favors disease. 
Rut In 
w inter it is a fruitful cause of Illness. 
In winter the m ere wearing of a 
w hite shirt would no doubt leave n 
mail no better and no worse if lie wore 
content t > w ear it for his own satisfac­ 
tion. 
Rut the curious law of evoluti in 
comes la ami compels him to wear it 
iii such a way as to do himself physical 
InJary. 
W herever evolution is at work it 
leu v es 
vestiges—literally, 
footprints. 
Probably it is millions of years ski nee 
the vermiform appendix became a use­ 
less organ, but it still survives. 
All 
evolutionary survivals appear to be 
harmful. 
The appendix is the seat of 
appendicitis. 
In the Inner corner of 
the eye there is the rem n an t of a once 
useful third lid, which now only lodges 
dust and causes irritation. 
The lord chancellor’s wig was once a 
comfort in ancient drafty legislative 
cham bers and now merely serves to 
m ake a sensible m an look ridiculous 
and give him headaches. 
People avh * d re w up laws w ere long 
ago paid according to the number of 
words, but the m ultiplicity of words 
now only causes confusion. 
So the 
w hite shirt th a t w as once a badge of 
wealth and culture, being no longer of 
value for that purpose, Is only a cause 
of discomfort and disease. 
It is necessary to clit a piece oyt of 
the vest and the coat, ju st over the 
m ost im portant organs of the body, in 
order to prove ti) our neighbors th a t 
w e w ear w hite shirts. 
Consequently 
in the w inter tim e w e expose the lungs 
and the air passages to the cold w ind 
and the e >ld rain. 
From the point of view of health 
nothing could be m ore stupid. 
B ron­ 
chitis is one of th e m ost deadly of all 
diseases in this country. 
Bronchitis is 
simply inflamm ation of the bronchial 
tubes. 
This inflam m ation is excited 
by a chill, a chilling of that part of 
the body loft exposed iii order to show 
th a t we w ear w hite shirts. 
The white shirt, in fact, might a p ­ 
pear iii th** tallies of Hie re istrar g e n ­ 
eral as the cause of so many deaths, 
perhaps IDU UU a year. 
And does it really improve a m an’s 
appearunc V 
By virtue of the associa­ 
tion of ideas it certainly does. 
U sual­ 
ly men who ii i not w ear white shirts 
are not given to cleanliness. The m an 
w ho wears a whit** shirt washes his 
fc.ee and hands an d brushes his clothes; 
lienee when we see a white front an I 
w hite cuffs we experience that pleas­ 
an t 
sensation 
produced 
by 
general 
neutne-s of the person and clothing. 
But that a few sq u a re inches of w hite 
clothing over the chest makes a m an 
look better is an ab surd conclusion. 
The case f r the w hite shirt has not 
a log to stand upon. 
The garm ent is 
uncomfortable, 
unhealthy and un be 
coming. 
And as it has lost the only 
Useful function it ever possessed—th a t 
Is, its symbolism of exceptional w ealth 
—we ought to discard It altogether. 
The difficulties of this course are very 
great no doubt.

‘‘antiw hite shirt society,” which would 
agree to wear, from some prearranged

Some­ 
time* it holds itself straight up on the 
surface of the w a te r on til** end of Its 
tail. Happing it; w ings one against the 
other. 
It takes no nourishm ent In the 
five or six hours w hich are til** limit of 
its life. 
It seems to have been formed 
bu t to multiply, for it does not leave 
its state of a w orm until it Is ready to 
deposit its eggs, an d it dies as soon as 
they are ilepo hod. 
In three d ay s’ tim e one sees appear 
and die all species of ephemere. They 
last sometimes until the fifth day, for 
the reason that som e m alady has a f ­ 
fected some of th em and prevents them 
from (‘hanging a t the sam e time as the 
others.
